sage of President Wilson addressed 
to Austria asklnig for that country's 
stand on the submarine tiuestion. 


Press versions quote Austria as de- 


claring that she ndhcrs strictly to tho 
assurances revlously given the United 
Suites and hopes to avoid misunder- 
standing with the American govern- 
ment. Austria justifies tho course of 
tlie Central Towers by declaring that 
England has violated all rules of sea 
war/are, thus forcing the Central Pow- 
eis to take similar action, although 
(hey realize that neutrality must suf- 
fer. 


The Austrian government declares 


that through the submarine campaign 
the Central Powers hope to restore 
that freedom of the seas which Presi- 
dent Wilson advocates.

APPEALS FROM VOTE 


OF CITY COUNCIL 


Railroad 
Asks That Street 


Layout Be Made Null 


and Void. 


An appeal has been taken by James 


II. Ilnstis, receiver of the lloslon and 
-Maine railroad from the vote of the 
mayor and aldermen of Dover, Decem- 
ber -a, imc, laying out Essex street 
extension across the line of the rall- 
•oad. 


The appeal which is tiled with the 


clerk of the superior court, says that 
Iho nrnv highway was expressly laid 
out neither at nor above nor below the 
grade of the main line of the railroad, 
and thai the damages assessed for the 
land are only §180.
